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GIGANTEA 


AMELLIA japonicas are easy to grow if a few simple rules are followed. 
Gi They should be planted in good rich loamy soil with an acid reaction. 

Never set a Camellia plant any deeper than it grew in the nursery; 
slightly higher is better. Never plant in a low wet location without providing 
some good method of drainage. 


Few insects attack the Camellia, and these can be controlled by spraying 
with Florida Volck in the spring before new growth starts, at the rate of one 
part to fifty parts of water. Always spray with as strong a force as possible, 
on the underside of the foliage. 


Any good fertilizer with an acid reaction may be used. Cottonseed meal and 
superphosphate is excellent for this section. Sulphur or aluminum sulphate 
has to be added in some localities where the soil is not acid.

Aspacia (Bolen No. 9). Large, peony form; 
red and white variegation. One of the best. 


Davis’ Rose Dawn. A very beautiful rose- 
pink Camellia of large size, introduced by 
one of our local nurserymen. Very vigorous 
grower with dark green foliage. Much in 
demand. 


Donkelaari. We have the true stock of this 
fine old variety from Tea Gardens, Sum- 
merville, S. C. Wec nsider it the best of 
this strain, having more white than most. 
Very large, semi-double, red marbled white. 
Slow grower. 


Duchess of Sutherland. This is a beauti- 
ful, large, semi-double white with a pink 
stripe or dot on one petal. Flower is about 
6 inches in diameter with circle of stamens 
in center. 


Eleanor of Fairoaks. Peony-form flower 
with stamens showing in small petals and 
petaloids. This is a variegated form of 
Vedrine, very popular red Camellia. 


Eugene Bolen (Red Donkelaari). Large 
semi-double deep red with occasional white 
spots. Foliage and form of flower are identi- 
cal to Donkelaari. 


Glen 40. Beautiful, large, deep flower of very 
dark red. Slow grower but one of the best 
double red Camellias. 


Lady Jane Gray (Donkelaari Eugene 
Lizze). Peony-form sport of Donkelaari, 
having same coloring and growth habit. 
Very beautiful Camellia admired by all who 
see it. 


Leona Bolen. This variety originated from a 
seedling. It is large, semi-double, blood-red 
with stamens in center. Velvety texture. 


Lois Taylor. This is a large, 
semi-double shell-pink. It 
originated from a seedling 
of Chandleri Elegans. 


Lotus. Very large pure white, 
semi-double. Long, narrow, 
light green leaves. One of 
the very best semi-double 
types, and one of thelargest. 


Magnolizflora. Beautiful blush color, semi- 
double. Good, compact grower with very 
shiny leaves. This is the most prized of all 
Camellias that we have to offer in any 
quantity and should be in every collection. 


Mrs. White (Woodville Red). Very large, 
semi-double to peony form, deep straw- 
berry-red. This is a very nice Camellia and 
should not be left out of your collection.

Rosea Superba. Unusually large, beautiful 
light pink flower, very much like Purple 
Emperor except for color. Fast grower and 
considered one of the best.

Bolen’s Pride (Vedrine). Flowers same size’ 
as Chandleri Elegans, but very dark red, 
occasionally showing small white spots. 
This is a very rare variety and one of our 
choicest. Semi-double to peony type. 


Colonel Firey. Large, very double, deep 
vermilion-red. ‘The flower is perfect in 
form, with many petals closely imbricated. 


C. M. Hovey. Full, double imbricated, red 
with white markings on petals. Very large 
flower. This is a sport from Mathotiana 
Rubra (Purple Emperor). 


Debutante (Sarah C. Hastie). Large, 
peony-form, light pink blooms. Early. 
Fast grower with large serrated leaves of 
dull green. Very desirable. 


Empress (Lady Clare; Grandiflora Rosea). 
Clear rose-pink, with two rows of petals 
and golden stamens. One of the largest, 
sometimes measuring 6 inches across. Dark 
green foliage; spreading growth. 


Gigantea. Peony-formed red and white flow- 
ers Of good size. Spreading growth.

H. A. Downing. Large, semi-double, bright 
red, with stamens in center. Medium dark 
green foliage, and loose, spreading growth. 
Free bloomer. 


Imura White. Very showy semi-double 
flower about 5 to 6 inches across, with large 
petals. Fast grower with long, narrow, 
shiny leaves. 


Laurel Leaf. A very large, full double va- 
riety of beautiful texture; incurved petals. 
Most flowers have rose-pink centers and 
fade into deeper pink at edge, but some- 
times come with white blotches. Excellent 
variety for greenhouse culture. 


Purple Emperor (Purple Dawn; Mathoti- 
ana Rubra). Very large deep red flowers 
turning purple as they age, and showing 
some stamens when fully open. Fast grower 
with large, dark green foliage. 


Victor Emanuel. Unusually large, peony 
form, very deep red. Very spectacular red 
Camellia and probably one that will sell at 
higher price for many years to come. Ex- 
cellent grower and late bloomer. We have 
some exceptionally good buys in this variety.

Fanny Bolis. Very large, almost single red 
flowers, blotched with white. Large dark 
green foliage; good growth. 


Governor Mouton. Large peony form, deep 
red very often blotched with white. Very 
fast, spreading growth. Long pointed foli- 
age, slightly twisted. 


Kumasaka. Large, semi-double, deep pink, 
showing stamens. Good growth and bloom. 


Mathotiana Rosea. Pink sport of Mathoti- 
ana Alba. Very large, deep  shell-pink. 
Blooms late in the season. 


Miss Weatherby Pink. Full double, shell- 
pink with specks of deeper pink. 


Monjisu. Very nice Camellia. Deep red, 
splashed with white; very prominent sta- 
mens. Dwarf grower, blooming while young. 


Pink Ball. Light pink, medium round flow- 
ers with regular outer petals and inner peta- 
loids interspersed with stamens. Dull green 
foliage of medium size. Very _ prolific 
bloomer and starts blooming while young. 


Stevens Pink. Peony type, deep pink, simi- 
lar to Prof. Sargent. Blooms early.

Brilliant. (Local name.) An excellent va- 
riety. Large, very double, bright red. Com- 
pact grower with dark green foliage. 


Chandleri Elegans. Rich cherry-red with 
white variegation. Large flowers, 5 to 6 
inches in diameter, some of loose peony 
form and others thick peony flowers, all on 
the same plant. Leaves are rich shiny 
green. One of the best and most popular 
of all. 


Christine Lee. (From Alabama.) This is a 
good semi-double pink with yellow stamens, 
but is not the true Christine Lee from Geor- 
gia where this variety originated. 


Duchesse de Caze. Very double peony 
type; white variegated with orchid and 
pink. Very attractive and unusual variety. 


Hermes. Large, semi-double to peony-form 
flowers of pink, white and red variegation. 
One of the few varieties that are faintly 
fragrant. An excellent garden variety. 





Imperator. Brilliant Christmas-red, peony- 
type blooms, which are more graceful than 
some of the other peony type. A most 
beautiful variety. 


Madam Strekaloff (Belle Romana). Beau- 
tiful large double soft rose, with very 
small stripes of crimson. Has about 60 
outer petals and 24 to 30 smaller petals 
in center. 


Monarch. Very large, deep pink with white 
variegation. The stamens are so intermixed 
that often one single flower will resemble a 
bouquet. Very compact growth; dark 
green foliage. 


Otome. Double shell-pink, larger than Pink 
Perfection and shows veins of slightly 
deeper pink. 


Pink Perfection. Very popular shell-pink 
that is early and blooms very freely. 


Prince Eugene Napoleon (Pope Pius IX). 
Large, double red flowers. Good growth; 
light-colored foliage. Very popular, and 
profitable to grow.

Abby Wilder. Peony-form flowers of me- 
dium size, white with pink markings. Fast, 
tall grower with light green foliage. 


Beali Rosea. Very double, deep pink flowers 
about 4 inches across. Very compact, fast 
growth. 


Bolen’s Late Tricolor. Semi-double flowers, 
usually pure white with red or pink stripes 
and spots, with occasionally a solid red or 
white bloom on same bush. Blooms late. 


Cheerful. Double deep pink, medium to 
large. Blooms early midseason. Good 
grower and bloomer. 


Duchesse de Rohan. Fluffy, peony-type 
pink—same shade as the Mrs. Charles Bell 
rose. Blooms midseason until late. 


Duc de Orleans. Very large peony-formed 
flowers, creamy white, flaked and dotted 
with rose. One of the earliest to begin 
blooming and continues throughout the 
season. Has azalea-like odor. 


Ellen McKinsey. Flowers double, fluffy, 
peony type, pink striped and spotted white, 
with a few stamens intermixed with petals. 
Begins blooming very early and continues 
throughout the season. 


Gloire de Nantes (Leana Superba). Me- 
dium to large, semi-double cerise flowers. A 
very attractive plant, even without the 
flowers, as it has such dark green foliage 
and is a strong grower. 


Jarvis Red. Large, semi-double, deep red 
flower with the stamens showing very 
prominently. Dark green foliage. 


Jeanerette Pink. Large, semi-double to 
peony form, solid pink. Good grower and 
bloomer. 


Lady Alice. Peony-type dark red flowers. 
Late bloomer. 


Maiden’s Blush. Flesh-pink with small 
veins of deeper pink. Medium-sized, very 
double flower with recurved petals. Dark 
green foliage. .

Miss Dora McCarter. Large single white 
flowers with yellow stamens. This is the 
best single white Camellia we have seen. 
We named it in honor of the one in whose 
garden it originated. 


Nobilissima. Full double peony type; pure 
white petals intermixed with yellow sta- 
mens. Begins blooming early in the season. 


No. 101 (Tricolor S. Folki). Large, semi- 
double, deep  cherry-red, mottled and 
marbled white, with prominent stamens in 
a compact central cluster. The type of 
bloom is similar to Donkelaari, but not 
quite so large, and the foliage is different. 
Good compact plant and a profuse bloomer. 


T. K. Variegated. Semi-double, light pink, 
with darker pink stripes; cluster of stamens 
in center. 


Variabilis. Semi-double to peony form, pink 
and white variegated, with some solid pink 
blooms. Good grower and bloomer. 


White Sport Tricolor. Pure white sport of 
Tricolor. Good grower and bloomer.
